month. .

But perhaps an objection may be
raised here that competent teachers can-
not be had at £30 per month. To this
we anawer that wo feel very certain that
a sufficient number of competent Eng-
lish teachers can be employed to teach
a1l the public schools of the State at $30
per morth; and good sense and economy
would seem’ to dictate that we should
pay o more than this, if competent
teachers are willing to teach. We our-
self will pledge that we will teach any
of TIncle Bam’y schools at the above
salary, and put in a first grade assistant
for $20 pér month., This would amoun®
to $50 per waonth for one school. Hence,
for teaching 48 echools one month would
be $2,400. Now, assuming that the tax
of two mills' gives to the County or An-
derson $10,000, this, with the poll tax,
which is about £3,000 wozld make £18,-
000. This sum, at $50 per mouth for

_ each school, will run 48 schocls about 5}
months doring each year.

Hence, we perceive we would have 438
schools “in foll blast” during &} months
each year, with two instructors to euch
school'at that.
